REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. This office action is made in response to applicant's amendment/argument filed 
on September 30, 2005 and interview summary filed on December 1 st , 2005. Claims 1 , 

2. 5-16, 19-30 and 49-54 are cancelled, independent claims 3, 4, 17 and 18 are 
amended, and dependent claims 31-48 are new. Thus, claims 3, 4, 17, 18 and 31-48 
are pending. Applicant's arguments, see pages 12-13, with respect to claims 3, 4, 17 
and 18 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 3, 4, 17 
and 18 has been withdrawn. 

3. Claims 3, 4, 17, 18 and 31-48 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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The instant application is directed to an nonobvious improvement over the 
invention described in Pat. No. 6,388,649 to Tanaka et al. and Pat. No. 5,153,761 to 
Marlor. The improvement comprises a recording method for a photo addressable 
recording medium including an optical switching element and a display element, the 
optical switching element including a charge generating layer and a charge transport 
layer, a resistance component of the optical switching element being controlled at least 
depending on a direction of an applied voltage, the method comprising: applying the 
periodic voltage and the residual voltage to the display element during light irradiation 
corresponding to the electrical charge amount and being effectively smaller than the 
threshold voltage and larger than a ground potential for a residual duration 
corresponding to a charge storage time greater than the period duration. This 
patentable distinction is included in all independent claims 3, 4, 17 and 18.
